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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 18, 19 and 71 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dehesh. 

Dehesh Fig. 1 illustrates both an apparatus and a method for determining the coefficients 
of a function representative of an input signal based on a plurality of predetermined samples of 
the input signal which includes a coefficient generator which incorporates the data from each 
sample into the coefficients in natural order as each sample is received thus removing the need to 
store the samples. 

3. Claims 35, 37, 39-44, 46-56, 58-63, 65-70 and 72-82 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Dillard. 

Dillard's Fig. 1 illustrates both an apparatus and a method for determining the 
coefficients of a function representative of an input signal based on a predetermined plurality of 
samples of the input signal including a first memory device storing a value representing a 
mathematical function associated with the sample and the each coefficient (e.g. register, 16) and 
a coefficient generator to produce the updated coefficient value (e.g. elements 10, 12, 14, 18 and 
20). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 3-17, 20-34, 36, 38, 45, 57 and 64 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Specification 

5. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

6. On page 1 the status of Serial No. 09/560,221 is required to be updated.
